(Editor’s Note—One of the _ strongest 
Holstein communities in the United States 
is Sherburne, in Chenango County, New 
York. Here, it is claimed, the owners 
of more Holsteins get their mail than at 
any other postoffice in this country. 
Whether or not this claim is justified 
we are unable to state, but we do know 
that the Black & White cow is feeding 
on practically every hillside in the coun- 
ty, and that further evidences of her 
presence are manifest on every side in 
the shape of prosperous farmsteads— 
well painted buildings, and automobiles. 

One of the pioneers of Holstein progress 
in the town of Sherburne, and one to 
whom has come a proportionate degree 
of success, ig John M. Howard, proprie- 
tor of Westside Stock Farm. The story 
of what has been achieved in this herd 
follows from the pen of Mr. Howard's 
daughter, who is perhaps best posted in 
regard to the details. In this connection 
it may be well to say that Mr. Howard 
has not won his success by his own ef- 
forts alone, for Mrs. Howard has taken 
an active interest in the business, and is 
thoroughly posted on Holstein families 
and records. The daughter, Gertrude, 
brought up in a Holstein atmosphere, 
was a natural Holstein student (as well 
as an honor graduate from the local High 
school and Cortland Normal), and early 
assumed charge of the herd bookkeeping 
and correspondence. She also maintains 
a pedigree business in a small way, the 
mother keeping up this work during her 
attendance at Normal school. One son, 
Robert, now in High school, is like- 
wise a Holstein enthusiast. “How to 
keep the boy on the farm,’’ is a problem 
which Mr. Howard has _ satisfactorily 
solved: The successful conduct of a Hol- 
stein breeding establishment requires abil- 
ity, knowledge and energy, which are 
duly rewarded. It likewise has a practi- 
eally unlimited future.

OHN M. HOWARD was born and 
brought up on a large farm about 

six miles from Sherburne. His father 
had about 200 acres of good land, on 
which he ran a community saw-mill 
and grist-mill, and kept a large num- 
ber of sheep. He also had a few native 
cows, but he did not like to milk, and, 
as soon as his son became old enough, 
the care of the cows was left to him, 
It was a task that he liked very much. 
Mr. Howard, Sr., died when his son 
was 17 years old, and John and his 
older sister and her husband ran the 
farm together for a while. At the time 
of his father’s death, John was taking 
the first year’s work in the High school 
in Sherburne, but he was needed at 
home, and never had any more school- 
ing except that gained from experience 
and reading. He still liked the cows,

but he did not feel entirely satisfied 
with those he had. He talked much 
with that veteran Holstein-Friesian 
breeder, John Jaquay, of Poolville, 
about the cow question, and he be- 
came so much interested in the Black 
and Whites that he decided that he 
would like to own one, so he began 
looking about for a heifer calf. He 
visited Mr. N. F. Sholes, of Earlville, 
N. Y., and bought a young daughter 
of the imported cow, Ladoga, for $40. 
When it became known what a huge 
sum of money he had paid for that one 
calf, people told him without hesita- 
tion that he must be nearly crazy, 


Ladoga. He also bought a bull calf, 
Shadeland Boon’s Critic, a son of 
Shadeland Boon 2d’s King. The bul! 
had a very limited chance, but his 
daughters were all exceptional pro- 
ducers. By this time, Mr. Howard was 
decided that the Holstein-Friesians 
were the best cows for him. A brief 
outline of the descendants of the heif- 
er will be given later. 

In 1894, he moved to Sherburne, 
and bought a part of what is now 
Westside Stock Farm. He thought he 
would have a small farm on which he 
could do most of the work himself. 
But the 50 acres did not long satisfy

and everyone was very sure that no 
good could come of such extravagance. 
But the calf’s proud owner was un- 
daunted, and he fed the youngster 
carefully for about six months, and 
then she died of Black-leg. Under the 
circumstances, this wasn’t the pleas- 
antest thing that might have hap- 
pened. A year or so after this, Mr. 
Howard was married, and he then 
rented a large farm near Earlville, 
and went to live there in 1891. He 
soon went to Mr. Sholes again, and 
found that Ladoga had had another 
heifer calf, which he proceeded to 
buy. The calf was sired by a bull of 
Netherland and Pietertje breeding, 
and was named Netherland Pietertje

him, and he began to buy more land. 
This has continued until now the farm 
numbers over 200 acres, and has two 
complete sets of buildings. Another 
farm of 70 acres is about one-half 
mile from the main farm. Nearly all 
of this 270 acres is good, level, tillable 
land. All the hay required to feed 100 
head of cows and young stock, and 
the horses, is raised;- also several ac- 
res of alfalfa, silage corn, oats, pota- 
toes, cabbage, beets and hops. 

_To this farm he brought about the 
first thoroughbreds that came into the 
town of Sherburne. They were Neth- 
erland Pietertje Ladoga and her 
young daughter. About 2 years later 
he bought a heifer calf of John Ja-

quay. She was small and nearly all 
black, but the black had a slight 
brownish .tinge which Mr. Jaquay did 
not like, so he was willing to sell her 
for a small sum. That calf was Mona 
Arah, and she was a great transmit- 
ter as well as a great producer. From 
her and the Ladoga cow, nearly all of 
the present herd is descended. 

The first official testing anywhere 
in the town of Sherburne was done at 
Westside in the spring of 1904.

Detecting Tuberculous 


By VERANUS A. MOORE, Ithaca, N. Y. 


Director of the N. Y. State Veterinary College 


HEN I was honored with the in- 

vitation to present a paper on 
tuberculin at this meeting, I was per- 
plexed to know what part of the sub- 
ject that I am able to discuss would 
be most interesting and helpful to 
Upon reflection, it seemed wise 
to take for my topic a phase of the 
tuberculin test that is not often dis- 
cussed but which nevertheless is of 
the highest importance from a prac- 
tical point of view, namely: “The Lim- 
itations of Tuberculin in the Detection 
of Tuberculous Infected Animals.” In 
making this choice, it is not my pur- 
pose to cause any wavering of faith 
in the efficiency of this most valuable 
diagnostic agent but rather to point 
out as clearly as I may some of the 
reasons. why disappointments some- 
times follow its use. It is well to un- 
derstand what tuberculin is and is not 
able to do for us in detecting tubercu- 
lous infected animals. To do this, it 
seems desirable, in fact it appears to 
be necessary, to review briefly  cer- 
tain phenomena in the symptom-com- 
plex of tuberculosis and the failure of 
certain infected individuals to re- 
spond to tuberculin that experience 
has shown to be more or less difficult 
to understand. However, more definite 
knowledge of the tuberculin reaction 
will undoubtedly furnish satisfactory 
explanations for bdéth the reaction, 
and failure to react of tuberculin in 
different individuals infected with tu- 
berculosis. 

One of the most difficult tasks of 
those who are trying to apply the prin- 
ciples of biological science to practi- 
cal problems is to avoid the error of 
carrying the application too far. It 
is easy to assume in the application 
of a method or theory that if certain 
results are obtained in a number of 
cases consecutively, that the principle 
involved will apply to all. Because of 


such an assumption, diagnostic agents 
and even remedies are often consid- 
ered to be either absolutely reliable 
or of no value whatever. The same 
difficulty exists with the artisan who, 
when he finds that a principle applied 
under given conditions gives definite 
and uniform results, tries to apply it 
by a shorter or easier method. It 
sometimes happens that when the 
method of application is modified or 
abridged, success follows and then 
it is not difficult to infer that the 
“short cut” is quite as efficient as the 
complete method and that the general 
principle is applicable when applied 
in a manner to suit the convenience 
of the artisan or the wishes of those 
who employ him regardless of the 
essentials of the procedure. 

In matters dealing with living things 
we often have very difficult phenome- 
na to interpret. In applying biologi- 
cal products like tuberculin to living 
animals for the purpose of securing 
a definite response, it is easy to for- 
get that the effect produced is sub- 
ject to the laws of nature that de- 
termine what, if any, reaction shall 
take place. Here, man must yield to 
the inevitable and use his knowledge 
to interpret as accurately as possible 
the operation and results of these 
laws. While we cannot change or 
modify the laws, it is often possible 
to ascertain something about their 
course and to intelligently direct them 
in the interests of human activity. In 
other words, if we base our interpre- 
tations upon a knowledge of nature’s 
laws, we are less apt to be disappoint- 
ed. 

To appreciate the real value of tu- 
berculin in the diagnosis of tuberculo- 
sis, it is necessary to understand what 
tuberculosis is, what tuberculin is, 
and how or under what conditions 
tuberculin causes a disturbance in the 


equilibrium of the body by which we 
can detect the presence of tuberculous 
infection. 

Tuberculosis is a specific infectious 
disease in which the evidence of its 
presence is found in the organ or tis- 
sues in which the tubercle bacterid 
become lodged and where they mul- 
tiply. It is primarily a local disease. 
If, for example, the bacteria gain en- 
trance to the body through the diges- 
tive tract, as is frequently the case, 
and they become lodged in a mesen- 
teric gland, the disease begins in that 
particular gland and, until the or- 
ganisms spread beyond it, the disease 
is restricted to that part. Whether the 
tubercle bacteria multiply rapidly and 
spread to other organs of the body 
quickly and the destruction of the 
tissue is rapid, extensive and wide 
spread, or, whether the multiplication 
is slow at first and finally checked 
with a small destruction of tissue 
which soon becomes encapsulated, de- 
pends upon the degree of susceptibili- 
ty or of resistance possessed by that 
particular animal. These are quali- 
ties that cannot be measured in any 
other way than by an actual infection. 

The study of the lesions in tubercu- 
lous animals has shown that they point 
very clearly to the fact that certain 
individuals are actually more resis- 
tant than others and that in these 
cases the progress of the disease of- 
ten becomes arrested. When the ad- 
vance of the tubercles is checked there 
is usually formed about them a wall 
of fibrous tissue that sequestrates the 
diseased area. It has also been found 
that tubercle bacilli will remain alive 
in these sequestrated iesions for a 
long time and not infrequently, after 
variable periods of apparent inactivi- 
ty, they will’ grow through the sur- 
rounding wall and start tn new, ac- 
tive lesions. For these reasons the

lesions of tuberculosis may be found 
sin an infected animal to be local, gen- 
eralized, active, arrested, encapsul- 
ated, old and arrested with young and 
active tubercles developing beside the 
healed ones, or any intermediate stage 
or stages or combinations of the dif- 
ferent stages of lesions may exist. In 
many animals there is a marked os- 
cillation between an active and arrest- 
ed stage of the morbid tissues. 

Tuberculin is the concentrated li- 
quid, usually glycerinated bouillon, 
on which tubercle bacteria have grown 
until their multiplication is checked, 
that is, until the products of the or- 
ganisms, including the disintegrated 
bodies of the dead bacteria, imparted 
to the medium, inhibit further multi- 
plication of the bacilli. Tuberculin 
contains, therefore, a certain quantity 
of the protein of tubercle bacteria. 

Koch found that when this liquid 
was injected into tuberculous indi- 
viduals that a marked rise of tempera- 
ture followed, sometimes accompanied 
by other symptoms. He applied it to 
apparently healthy cattle and obtained 
a like reaction in a certain number of 
them. These were slaughtered and 
found on post mortem to contain tu- 
berculosis. .From these experiments 
tuberculin soon became known as a 
specific diagnostic agent of great val- 
ue in picking out tuberculous animals 
from those that were uninfected. Con- 
tinued experience in making post mor- 
tems of cattle following tuberculin 
tests, showed that when animals re- 
acted to tuberculin, they were practi- 
cally always infected. From this the 
inference was drawn that if a reaction 
did not occur there was no tuberculo- 
sis. 


An explanation for the reaction of 
tuberculin soon became a topic for 
extensive investigation. Many theories 
were advanced but the one that seems 
most likely to be correct is that of the 
hypersensitization of the tissues by 
the tubercle bacteria. This theory was 
first suggested by V. Perquet and Rich- 
et who noticed the resemblance be- 
tween the tuberculin reaction and pro- 
tein hypersensitiveness or anaphylax- 
is. Later Lowenstein and Rappaport 
interpretated the tuberculin reaction 
as evidence of hypersensitiveness. 
Wolff-Eisner, Vaughn and others have 
interpreted the reaction to be due to 
an antibody, lysin, or ferment given 
off by the tissues stimulated by tu- 
bercle bacilli. The theory briefly stat- 
ed is this. Consequent upon the stim- 
ulation of the body tissues by tubercle 
bacteria, the animal tissues elaborate 
specific substances known as lysins or 
ferments. These bodies attack and 
rapidly disintegrate tubercle bacteria 
protein that may subsequently gain en- 
trance into the body. The endotoxins 
thus set free (the poison group of 
atoms of the protein molecule accord- 
ing to Vaughn) act as poisons when 
the cells of the body are in a recep- 
tive or hypersensitive state. In nor- 
mal individuals a very small amount 
if any of the specific lysin is present. 
For this reason the protein of the tu- 
bercle bacterium present in tubercu- 
lin is not attacked and consequently 
no reaction takes place when it is in- 
jected into a healthy animal; but when 
injected into an infected animal it 
is acted upon by the lysin which splits 
it up, thereby enabling it to act upon 
the heat centers of the nervous sys- 


~tem and cause a rise of temperature. 


30.62; butter 30 days, 


This hypothesis explains why it is 
that in certain animals a slight or sus- 
picious rise of temperature may fol- 
low the injection of tuberculin in a 
tuberculous animal. If the activities 
of the tubercle bacteria have ceased, 
at least temporarily, the antibody or 
lysin may still be present in quanti- 
ties sufficient to cause a disturbance 
of thes temperature but not enough 
to cause a decided rise. The same 
condition may be present in the very 
beginning of the disease. 

Passing from the complex questions 
involved in the nature of tuberculosis, 
tuberculin and the reaction it oc- 
casions in a tuberculous animal, to 
the value of tuberculin in diagnosing 
tuberculosis in dairy cattle, we come 
to a subject of vital importance to 
those who wish to buy and possess 
tuberculous free animals. The as- 
sembling of herds free from this di- 
sease is made possible largely because 
of the tuberculin test. The many suc- 
cesses that have followed its use as 
an aid in the eradication of tubercu- 
losis from infected herds and in se- 
lecting uninfected animals have justi- 
fied the high praises generally accord- 
ed to it. Nowhere in medical science 
is there a more trustworthy indica- 
tion of an infection than is shown bv 
a positive tuberculin reaction. In 
cases where tuberculous lesions are not 
found on post mortem there is little 
reason to question infection if the re- 
action was prohounced. Tuberculous 
lesions are occasionally located in the 
meninges, bone marrow, intermuscu- 
lar glands and in the skin. These are 
organs and tissues rarely examined 
with great care in making an ordinary 
post mortem. If the reaction occurs 
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we have no reason to doubt that the 
animal is infected and that some- 
where in the body, lesions do exist. 
Again, it is believed that microscopic 
tubercle are sufficient to enable a re- 
sponse. If we believe enough in tu- 
berculin to use it at all, we should 
have faith to trust it, at least a little 
beyond the limits of our visual sense. 
Unfortunately, however, the inference 
generaliy drawn from this fact, that, 
if an animal fails to react it is equal- 
ly conclusive evidence that the indi- 
vidual is uninfected, does not hold. If 
I have made myself understood in the 
discussion of the nature of the reac- 
tion, it is clear that it depends upon 
certain actions in the infected indi- 
vidual between the tissue products 
or antibodies and the tuberculin. In 
cases of active or progressive tuber- 
culosis the conditions essential for 
a reaction are present and in such 
cases it practically always occurs. 
Further the strains of tubercle bac- 
teria may differ in their virulence and 
the resistance of the animals may 
vary. It is not possible to know wheth- 
er under these modifications a reac- 
tion will or will not take place. The 
best we can do at present is to gather 
from experience the results obtained 
under fairly well defined conditions 
where the examination of animals that 
failed to react showed the presence 
of tuberculous lesions, 

The analyses of failures in the use 
of tuberculin as a diagnostic agent 
have given us quite definite informa- 
tion relative to its limitations in de- 
tecting tuberculous infected cattle. 
These may be classified into five 
groups, of which three pertain to the

maker and user of the tuberculin and 
the others to the disease itself. These 
conditions are as follows, namely: | 

1. When the tuberculin is made 
from a strain of tubercle bacteria not 
suited to that purpose, or, when the 
tuberculin, by reason of the method 
used in preparing it, does not con- 
tain sufficient tubercle bacteria pro- 
tein. 

2. When, in the application of tu- 
berculin, sufficient care it not taken 
to observe its effect upon the individ- 
ual. 

3. When the interpretation of the 
manifestation of the effect of the tu- 
berculin is not made in accordance 
with the laws governing the reaction 
between tuberculin and tuberculous 
lesions in a living animal. 

4. When tuberculin is applied dur- 
ing the period of incubation. 

5. When tuberculin is administered 
to animals in which the tuberculous 
lesions are arrested, healed, encapsul- 
ated, very extensive or in any other 
stage where a reaction may not be 
possible, the tuberculin fails to give 
indication of the presence of the di- 
sease. 

The first three of these reasons are 
so obviously self explanatory that I 
need not dwell upon them. The fail- 
ures resulting from these causes 
should not be attributed to any limit- 
ation of properly prepared tuberculin 
although in the past many unhappy 
experiences have been traced to the 
tuberculin used. The fact that tuber- 
culin is not properly made should not 
be considered as an argument against 
it. Likewise the failure to detect the 
reaction through incomplete observa-

tion or knowledge of the subject, or 
the failure of an animal to react while 
in the period of incubation is not the 
fault of the tuberculin. However, many 
recently infected animals that are 
still well within this period have 
passed the test and subsequently been 
found to be diseased. Usually the 
tendency of the purchaser of animals 
tested at this stage of the disease is 
to condemn the tuberculin or speak 
with uncomplimentary epithets of the 
person who applied it. 

The early report of the use of tuber- 
culin in this country, together with 
the pathology of bovine tuberculosis, 
as published in Bulletin No. 7 of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry pointed out 
the necessity of careful observation of 
the temperature of the animal to be 
tested both before and after the in- 
jection of tuberculin. Twenty-four 
hours were considered necessary for 
preinjection temperatures and perhaps 
longer than that after the injection. 
This procedure, however, did not meet 
with the approval of the practitioner 
or cattle owners, because of the time 
required. Consequently, the method 
was very soon modified to taking but 
one or two preliminary tempera- 
tures and few post injection ones. The 
corollary to this was that many cases 
that would react late were missed. 
This has given rise recently to im- 
portant articles calling attention to 
late reactions. A _ result of this 
abridged method is found in many 
herds that have been tested, the re- 
actors removed and subsequently they 
were found to be infected from the 
undetected case or cases that es- 
caped the initial test. While a large 
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majority of reactions will be detect- 
ed in from twelve to eighteen hours 
after injecting tuberculin, a few cases 
will not give a reaction until from 
eighteen to thirty-six hours after. It 
is not unlikely that occasionally a re- 
action will take place still later. 

Again, the rise of temperature neces- 
sary to indicate a reaction was thought 
to be at least 2 degrees F. above the 
maximum preinjection temperature. 
Then a rise of 1.5 degrees F. was ac- 
cepted as sufficient evidence of in- 
fection. The true reaction, namely, 
a gradual rise, a festidium and a 
gradual decline was not seriously con- 
sidered as the essential indication of 
a temperature reaction. However, 
the one-time standards for determin- 
ing a reaction are no longer rigidly 
adhered to. The interpretation of the 
response of the animal body to tuber- 
culin, be it thermal or organic, is care- 
fully studied and the decision as to 
whether or not there is a reaction, is 
made as a result of the study of the 
case in its entirety. One of the difficul- 
ties in this work is to decide upon the 
doubtful reactions, This cannot be ac- 
curately done except to consider all 
such cases as questionable and re- 
tain them for further study and sub- 
sequent testing. There are questions 
that no man can answer accurately by 
yes or no. 

The most commonly encountered 
failure is where the. lesions are in 
such a stage of healing or encapsula- 
tion that a reaction does not follow the 
injection of tuberculin. It often hap- 
pens that a subsequent test will be 
positive and that again followed by

negative results. These have been 
very confusing and in actual dealings 
they have given occasion to unfounded 
hypotheses regarding the integrity of 
one or more of the parties concerned. 
These failures occur more frequently 
in herds of long standing infection or 
in those assembled by purchasing non- 
reacting individuals from such herds. 
The International Commission of the 
American Veterinary Medical Associa- 
tion for the study of bovine tuberculo- 
sis reported that when 50 per cent or 
more of the animals in a herd reacted, 
the entire herd should be considered 
and treated as tuberculous. 

The limitations of properly prepared 
tuberculin in detecting tuberculous 
animals are restricted (1) to errors 
in applying it; (2) in failing to as- 
certain all that it may reveal by way 
of thermal and organic reaction; and 
(3) to the failures in securing a re- 
action when the stage of the diesease 
is such that a reaction does not oc- 
cur. I believe we could say when the 
conditions are such that a reaction 
can not take place. Concerning these 
failures we are sure only of the fact 
that now and then they occur. A true 
explanation for the non reaction of 
tuberculous cattle to tuberculin must 
wait for the recording of further ex- 
perimentation and study. 

I have only been able, within the 
limits of this paper, to point out some 
of the difficulties attending the use 
of tuberculin without entering into a 
discussion of them. These limitations 
do not detract from its use but add to 
the importance of a thorough under- 
standing of it. Tuberculin is con-

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spicuous among diagnostic agents for 
the great assistance it gives in detect- 
ing tuberculous cattle but it should 
be recognized as an aid and not as 
an infallible test. There are two 
practical lessons to be taught from 
the results of experience with and ex- 
tensive studies of tuberculin, namely, 
(1) the danger of buying non-reacting 
individuals from infected herds, that 
is, cattle that have been exposed to 
infection and (2) the necessity for 
dairymen, who wish to maintain clean 
herds, of raising their own animals or 
purchasing them from healthy herds. 
The unit to deal with in buying cattle 
is the sound herd rather than the non 
reacting individual animal.—Read at 
the meeting of “The Certified Milk 
Producers Association of America,” 
Atlantic City, July 1, 1915.

Sev- 
en of her daughters in A. R, O. classes 
have made records from 21.77 to 26.29 
lb. butter in seven days. Her best two- 
year-old daughter recently completed 
a record of 26.29 lb. butter and 524.8 
lb. milk in seven days, giving 80 Ib. 
milk in one day. Another daughter 
milked 102 lb. in one day and eight 
months after calving gave 80 lb. a day. 
She also milked 20,300 lb. in eleven 
months and dropped two heifer calves 
within a year. 

Still another daughter made a 
world’s milk record being the first 
three-year-old to give over 500 Ib. 
milk in seven days. 

Old Jet also has nine sisters who 
have given over 100 lb. milk in one 
day. 

The returns from this valuable ani- 
mal should interest some breeders who 


were skeptical about starting in the 
pure-bred dairy business. Mr. Nich- 
ols gave $600 for Jet as a foundation 
cow and receipts from sales of her 
offspring amount to nearly $6,000. Be- 
sides this there has been much profit 
at the pail. 

Many offers for this wonderful ani- 
mal have been openly refused and 
the owner says that she is to be 
buried on his farm with her hide on. 

Although Old Jet is not the greatest 
producer and perhaps not the largest 
money-getter in the country, there is 
a lesson here for many farmers. That 
is, that it pays well to start and start 
right with the best Holstein cow that 
can be found. 





THE QUARANTINE 

Washington, D. C., July 27.—An 
order effective July 26 frees five more 
counties in New York from quarantine 
for the foot and mouth disease and 
leaves Erie, Onondaga and Oswego 
counties, the quarantine division of the 
West Albany stock yards, and the 
Fortieth street stock yards in New 
York the only territory in the state 
still under quarantine for this disease. 

The New York yards and the Al- 
bany yards remain an exposed area, 
but under the new order the counties 
of Erie, Onondaga and Oswego are all 
restricted area. The stock yards at 
East Buffalo are still limited to hand- 
ling animals for slaughter only. 

The same order frees entirely the 
states of Connecticut, Kansas and 
West Virginia and limits the quaran- 
tines in Kentucky, Maryland and Vir- 
ginia to the provision that the stock 
yards at Louisville, Baltimore and 
Richmond must handle animals for 
slaughter only. Four counties in Penn- 
sylvania are also freed and one in 
Illinois. 

At the present time with the excep- 
tion of a number of stock yards which 
are limited to handling animals for 
slaughter, the territory which still re- 
mains under quarantine in the United 
States for foot and mouth disease is 
practically confined to the counties al- 
ready mentioned in New York, certain 
portions of Hudson county in New Jer- 
sey, two counties in Pennsylvania and 
portions of four counties in Illinois. 
It is hoped that it will be possible soon 
to remove these last reminders of the 
pestilence.

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The unusually large number 
The Fall of cattle to be offered in 
Outlook public auction during the 

coming fall will place on the 
market the accumulated surplus of 
many herds that have outgrown the 
capacity of their owners’ stables and 
farms during the continuance of the 
quarantine. Holstein breeders, as a 
class, have shown a commendable 4e- 
gree of earnestness in co-operating 
with the authorities for the suppres- 
sion of the foot-and-mouth disease and 
have generally refrained from holding 
public sales when such sales, though 
allowable under the law, might have 
been fraught with danger. Now, when 
it is believed that the epidemic has 
been stamped out and that sales may 
be held with perfect safety, owners 
will be desirous of offering their cattle 
in public auction, and it is quite pos- 
sible that the sales of the fall will be 
more numerous than the immediate de- 
mand will warrant. 

If this proves to be the case, as 
now seems probable, the coming 
months will afford special opportuni 
ties for the buyer. The particular com- 
bination of circumstances affecting the 
cattle situation just at this time, can- 
not be counted upon as a matter of 
probable recurrence. Therefore, the 
prospective investor in pure-bred Hol- 
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steins will do well to make the most 
of the present occasion, and secure 
his foundation stock at a time when 
by force of circumstances an extra 
number of cattle is being thrown on 
the market. 


The time is especially favorable for 
every Holstein owner to proclaim the 
gospel of better cattle. Every Holstein 
stock farm should perform the office 
of a home missionary bureau, and ev- 
ery breeder who has learned by ex- 
perience the profit of keeping cattle 
of the profit-producing kind should 
make it his special business to per- 
suade his neighbors to make an early 
start with the Black and White breed. 
If the readers of the World, who would 
like to assist in promoting an aggres- 


*sive campaign of Holstein education, 


will send us the addresses of the 
friends they are trying to interest, we 
will do our best to co-operate in the 
good work. 


The progress of the breed during 
the past year has emphasized in a re- 
markable manner the stability of Hol- 
stein values. Unsettled financial con- 
ditions in consequence of the Great 
War, and the worst epidemic of foot 
and mouth disease ever known in this 
country, have together failed to ar- 
rest the onward march of the Holstein 
industry. The experience of the past 
fall and winter and spring has shown 
that money invested in Black and 
White cattle of the right sort is safer 
than in almost any other form of prop- 
erty. The breed has continued to 
demonstrate its superiority in the pro- 
duction of butter and milk—two indis- 
pensables regardless of wars and un- 
certain stock markets; and the Hol- 
stein is everywhere winning recogni- 
tion as the greatest of the dairy 
breeds. 


It seems to be the case that the 
public sale is monopolizing to a great- 
er degree than before, the trade in 
Holsteins. A canvass of some of the 
leading Holstein communities reveals 
the fact that few animals are for sale, 
except in public auction. This fact, 
undoubtedly, accounts in some meas- 
ure for the large number of sales now 
in evidence. 





In his talk at 
Publicity as Applied the New York 
to the Milk Question State Holstein 

Club Picnic, a 
summary of which appears in the ac- 
count of the meeting, President Ait- 
ken touched upon a subject of vital 
importance to the Dairy Interests of 
this country, a subject which in the 
most successful avenues of industry is 





receiving as much skilled attention as 
any other one feature— and that is’ 
the subject of Publicity. No matter 
how good your product, if the public 
does not know about it, you will find 
it difficult to make sales. The automo- 
bile industry probably represents more 
capital than any other one line in the 
manufacturing world. It is also conced. 
ed to be the most highly organized and 
developed. What has brought this 
about, in addition, of course, to produc- 
ing good machines, is the fact that 
the public has been educated up to a 
point where the automobile is consid- 
ered a necessity, and this education 
has come through publicity. So keen- 
ly do the automobile manufacturers 
realize this fact, that they are willing 
to pay their advertising managers sal- 
aries as high as $50,000 a year, while 
their appropriations for newspaper 
and magazine advertising run in the 
aggregate well into the millions. It has 
been estimated that the average 
amount expended for automobile pub- 
licity represents about 2 per cent of 
the gross sales. They feel they can- 
not afford to spend less. 

The Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America has adopted a liberal policy 
in this regard, spending for publicity 
in the past seven years $98,000. This 
has been widely apportioned in the 
national magazines, medical journals, 
and farm papers where it has doubtless 
been returned many times over in 
benefits to the breed. Individual breed- 
ers likewise are coming to realize more 
than ever before the advantage of lib- 
eral appropriations for publicity—of 
keeping their names and the merits of 
their cattle constantly before the pub- 
lic. The Certified Milk Producers Associ- 
ation, at its recent meeting, according 
to The Milk Reporter, voted to expend 
a half million dollars in an educational 
campaign in connection with the pro- 
duction and sale of certified milk. 
Mr. Aitken’s suggestion, then, that 
the gospel of publicity be applied to the 
market milk proposition, is not a radi- 
cal, though it is a largely untried ap- 
plication of an established institution. 
We have no doubt but that if the con- 
suming public were to be properly im- 
pressed with the fact that milk is the 
cheapest form of nutrition, that it of- 
fers more for the money than any oth- 
er food product, the problem of over- 
supply would trouble us no more; 
that the resulting increased demand 
would keep the price up where not 
only would the advertising be paid for, 
but the dairyman would be able to get 
a legitimate profit for himself. 

This happy condition would of 
course be greatly to the advantage of 
the breeders of pure-bred dairy cattle, 
the Holstein men certainly not the 
least. 











A COMPARISON BE&- 
TWEEN TWO COWS

it is the opitiioh among dairymen 
that smail cowWs prodticing milk of 
high percetitage of fat do this more 
économicaily than large cows prodiic- 
ing large amoiints of milk of a lower 
perceitage of fat. In some cases Where 
the mattér lias been worked out, it 
seems that cows producing large 
amoiints of milk of relativély loW per 
cent of fat are in the end more profit- 
able cows to keep. The economical 
butter fat producer need not necessari- 
ly be the most profitable cow. 

Breeders of dairy stock are attempt- 
ing to breed cows of more size, great- 
er constitution, and of larger produc- 
tion of milk and butter fat. This will 
be more necessary in the future than 
in the past if dairying is to continue 
to be a profitable form of farming. 

The record of two cows in the col- 
lege herd shows pretty well that the 
cow with the economical fat produc- 
tion need not necessarily be the most 
profitable cow. 

These cows are very nearly the same 
as far as dairy temperament is 
concerned, and are the two best ani- 
mals of their respective breeds in the 
herd. They are both in their prime 
as far as production is concerned, 
both were handled in the same man- 
ner, received the same kind of feed 
and began and ended their yearly work 
at about the same time. The larger 
animal weighs about 1275 pounds in 
ordinary flesh, and the smaller cow 
weighs 800 pounds in good working 
condition. 

The larger cow produced 22,460 
pounds of milk testing 2.86 per cent 
butter fat or 644 pounds of fat. The in- 
come and expenditure for this cow 
during the year is as follows:

Based on the value of the feed con- 
sumed, the cost of producing milk was 
eighty-three cents per hundred and 
the cost of producing butter fat was 
sixteen cents per pound. 

According to this method of calcu- 
lating results, the difference between 
the large cow and the small cow, as 
far as net profit is concerned is $48.55. 
The small cow produced butter fat at 
a lower cost, everything considered, 
but from the results obtained it seems 
that the larger cow showed a greater 
net profit. 

Assuming that the product sold in 
the shape of butter fat at thirty cents 
per pound, ‘the receipts from the large 
cow would be $193.20. On the same 
basis the receipts from the small cow 
would be $146.10, or a difference of 
$47.10 in favor of the large cow. At 
$25.00 for skim milk the returns from 
the large cow would be $50.78 and the 
returns from the small cow would be 
$19.68. Subtracting both totals from 
the feed consumed there is still a bal- 
ance in favor of the large cow. 

Records similar to the above have 
been kept on the éntire college herd. 
The large cows seem to average bet- 
ter than the small cows not only in 
net profit, but also in the economical 
production of fat and milk. Although 
this investigation has been in progress 
but eight months, a longer time will be 
necessary to determine this point ac- 
curately. The results seem to point, 
however, to the fact that large animals 
of large production are desired in any 
of the dairy breeds. The cost of hous- 


00 ing, care and feed is less in the case 


of a certain production with large 
cows than it is with small cows.

Dr. Elmer E. Hay, of Seattle,Wash., 
in a letter to Wm. Todd & Sons, North 
Yakima, Wash., after saying the three 
cows he had bought from them were 
doing well, says: 

“I got interested in some problems 
of variation and took the Blue Book 
and worked out a lot for my own in- 
formation and amusement. Taking 
double the requirements of the A. R. 
O. for a standard from which to find 
the average deviation and working it 
out for a number of prominent bulls 
I got some very extraordinary results. 
I assumed that as a standard a junior 
two-year-old should make eighteen 
pounds; a senior two-year-old, 20; a 
junior three, 22; a senior three, 24, 
and so on which is just twice the A. 
R. O. requirements and is not often 
reached. But the following bulis I 
found as follows: 

“King Segis, seventy-three daugh- 
ters, average senior’ three-year-old 
should be 24 pounds. The average 
production was 21.45; average devia- 
tion 4.61 pounds. 

“Pontiac Korndyke,. seventy-three 
daughters, average junior four-year- 
old should be 26 pounds. The aver- 
age production was 22.05, average 
deviation 6.7. 

“King of the Pontiacs, eighty-two 
daughters, average junior three, 
standard should be 22 pounds. The 
average production was 20.89; aver- 
age deviation 4.2. 

“Sir Johanna Ruth Fayne, ten 
daughters, average senior two should 
be 20 pounds. The average produc- 
tion was 21.07; average deviation 2.1. 

“As a matter of fact, worked out as 
the above were disregarding fractions 
and calling all over five per cent as 
the next pound above and all under 
as the next below, your bull would 
have an average production of 21.5. 
He is the only bull } worked out (and 
I worked out fifteen or twenty) that 
his daughters produced more on the 
average than the standard and he has 
the lowest average deviation; in other 
words, running closer to the stand- 
ard.” 

Sir Johanna Ruth Fayne is Wm. 
Todd & Sons’ old herd bull. They 
sold him after using three years, but 
it will be remembered that they 
have bought him back and he is again 
doing service in their herd.—Rural 
Spirit.

COW TESTING A SUCCESS 

One hundred and sixty-three co-op- 
erative cow testing associations were 
in operation last year in the United 
States. This is considered to be rapid 
growth when it is remembered that 
the first association in this country 
was organized in Fremont, Mich., in 
1905, and that as late as 1908 only 6 
associations had been formed. The 
next year, however, the number rose 
to 25, and it has been increasing 
rapidly ever since. America is, nev- 
ertheless, in this respect still far be- 
hind Europe, where there are at the 
present time between 2,500 and 3,000 
such associations, the first having 
been started in Denmark in 1895. 

The principle on which these asso- 
ciations work is both extremely sim- 
ple and yet important. Year after 
year many farmers milk cows that do 
not pay for the feed they consume. In- 
deed, the average annual production 
of a cow in this country is approxi- 
mately 4,000 lbs. of milk, containing 
160 pounds of butter fat. The best 
dairyman says there is no profit in 
such production, and of course there 
are vast numbers of cows that fall be- 
low these figures. To make his herd 
a success, therefore, the farmer must 
weed out the animals that are costing 
him money and keep those that are 
bringing it in to him—The Milk Re- 
porter.

acre, beating the average state yield 
by five points.

Davies, gave a talk on the county or- 
der, telling briefly. of the work that 


has been accomplished and urging 
further co-operation and effort among 
the farmers that Sauk County may 
continue to hold the proud position 
she now occupies.

Publicity. 

He stated that in the automobile 
industry, the most highly developed 
of any of our manufacturing institu- 
tions, 2 per cent of the receipts were 
spent for advertising. If the same 
plan were worked out with respect to 
the milk situation, the consumption of 
milk would be doubled. We should 
learn from other successful lines of 
business. It is a fact, he stated, that 
a combination of wheat and milk 
makes *. perfect ration, at a cost of 
one-third as much as any other bal- 
anced ration. It is simply a question 
of letting the public know these facts, 
of constantly bringing them to its 
attention. One or two cents a hundred 
for publicity would make a demand 
for milk that would add more than 
that amount to the price received for 
it. 

Leaving the question of publicity, 


age that “Honesty is the best policy,” 
stating that “Trickery is an evidence 
of mental deficiency.” “There can be 
no argument,” said the speaker, “about 


the supremacy of the Holstein breed, 
for they are the acknowledged leaders 
for butter and milk production.” There 
is some argument, however, in regard 
to their merits as a dual purpose 
breed. Mr. Aitken stated, however, 
that he considered their beef produc- 
ing characteristics as strongly in their 
favor. The Michigan Agricultural Col- 
lege by exhaustive tests has proven 
the Holstein to be the most economical 
beef producer of any breed—better ev- 
en than the specialized beef breeds. 
In order to conserve our beef supply, 
and at the same time to settle the 
surplus bull question, Mr. Aitken sug- 
gested that we would all be better off 
if four-fifths of the young bulls were 
converted into beef. 

Hon. W. A. Matteson then made a 
few remarks, after which the meet- 
ing adjourned to the Dairy barn for 
the inspection of the herd and build- 
ings. Here a very interesting scoring 
contest was held, W. W. Stevens and 
A. S. Chase acting as officials. They 
scored secretly the two herd sires, 
Judge Segis and Maplecrest Pontiac 
De Kol King, who were then led out 
in the yard and scored by any who 
wished to enter the contest.

PRODUCER AND MANUFACTURER 


There is possibly no more sensitive 
raw material furnished, Manufacturer, 
than that “given down” by Old 
Bossey, and while “time is,” there 
will be more or less friction between 
all classes of Producer and Buyer, yet 
there is so much of human interest in 
the Dairy Cow, that the Dairyman 
and the various buyers of her prod- 
ucts have every reason to always deal 
fairly with each other. The Manu- 
facturer and the Dealer have in the 
past subscribed, and are willing to 
continue to subscribe liberally to every 
movement inaugurated, that has on its 
face, a “boost” for the Producer, but 
there is just a little something lacking 
in cordiality between the Producer 
and Manufacturer that is hard to de- 
fine. It is true, the life of the Manu- 
facturer is lived in a harder school 
than the Farmer—a school of keen 
competition, which makes establish- 
ment of business one long, hard, inces- 
sant grind, apt to make it difficult to 
give any attention to anything outside, 
but there is plenty of evidence that 
the Manufacturer is not unmindful of 
his source of support—the Producer of 
raw material, and who, in the case of 
Machinery Manufacturers, is his mar- 
ket; by his never-failing interest in 
any work calculated to help; but there 
is grave question, however, as to 
whether the farmer accepts the mani- 
fold blessing showered upon him, un- 
asked; whether he would not rather 
be counted in the business whirl, as a 
full partner, and be allowed to work 
out his own salvation, just the same 
as the City man. He has good Local 
schools to educate his boys, and Agri- 
cultural Colleges to top off their ed- 
ucation in and ought to be able to 
equip himself to grapple with all 
every day problems. He is not inher- 
ently antagonistic to the Manufactur- 
ing interests, as he realizes that, to a 
large extent, he is dependent upon the 
Manufacturer for a large share of his 
necessary equipment to carry on his 
farming successfully, but on the oth- 
er hand he feels that the Manufactur- 
er could make but little progress with- 
out the prosperity of the farmer, so 
that, by logical reasoning the rela- 
tions of the Producer and the Manu- 
facturer of his products, or the Ma- 
chinery he uses, should be close and 
harmonious. 

There is one thought in relation to 
the Manufacturer, that is too often 
lost sight of—however, the gambler’s 
chance is about even in the two fields 
of operation, the Manufacturer and 
the Farmer—but the Manufacturer is 
much more heavily financially in- 
volved to carry on his business. He

A NEW CANADIAN ACHIEVEMENT 

When W. A. McElroy of Chester- 
ville, Ont., breeder, farmer, practical 
dairyman, left the Ontario Agricul- 
tural College a few years ago to re- 
turn to the parental homestead, Hill- 
side Farm, there to stake his theoret- 
ical knowledge against the everyday 
problems that confront the tiller of 
the soil, he doubtless little thought 
that later on in life, he would own 
and develop a herd of pure-bred cat- 
tle, some of the members of which, 
when officially tested, would smash 
great records to smithereens, win the 
commendation of public men and help 
lift the universal popularity of the 
breed into still greater favor. Mr. 
McElroy may have had ambitions to 
accomplish something along this line;

But, it was a long 
step for young McElroy to take, for 
in the mad-pell-mell rush after 
mighty records were many of the 
foremost breeders in Canada. In 
those days ten or twelve thousand 
pounds of milk were considered a good 
output for a dairy cow in a year.

This young Dun- 
das county farmer decided to throw 
in his lot with the others; grimly de- 
termined to lead if he could, and if 
by chance he should happen to fall 
behind to go down with the upper- 
most thought in his mind that he had 
done his best. 

His first task was to make a selec- 
tion and fully realizing the important 
part this move in the game would 
mean he carefully studied the char- 
acteristics of the various breeds, each 
of which were measured on their 
merits.
